“Only meager fetails of the terrible mur- 
der at sea on board the three-masted 
fchcorver Oliver Pecker have as yet been 
received here. 

“The crew of six men are at Bahia, about 
1,600 miles distant, and will be sent to the 
United States for trial at the earilest possi- 
ble date. They are: Wiliia 2 Horsburgh, 
eng.reer, who acied as second mate at 
sea; J. Anderson, cook; Seamen Andrew IT. 
Marsh, Manuel ELerritt, John Lend and: M.

“The tragedy occurred about 125 miles off 
the South American coast, probably on 
Friday night.

“John Lend and a compa.icn, whose 
name is not clearly given in the telegrams 
received, crept to the cabin while Captain 
Whitman and First Mate Saunders were 
“sleep and killed them in their bunks. They 
then built a fire in the afterhold. 

“It was’ only when the schooner was in 
flan es that the remainder of the crew 
knew anything of the tragedy, and when 
the alarm was given there was barely 


time to take to the boats, the captain and 


first mate being missing only as the party 
left the burning vessel. 

“The murderers found no 
among the other men, and the crime was 
reported to the Bahia authorities, and Con- 
suit Schute immediately arrested the men 
when they reached shore.”

Extra Appropriations Made Heavy Assess-

SCHOOL TEACHERS MUST WAIT FOR Py 


Governor Decides That He Cannot 
Raise Money This Year To Pay 
Next Year’s Appropriations. 
Important Decision in 
This Matter. 


Governor Atkinson and Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright yesterday fixed the tax rate 
for the state of Georgia for the year 1897. 

The rate fixed 
that of the two preceding years, but is at 


is a large increase over 


the same time much smaller than was an- 
ticipated by the state officials and the 


legislature. 


Georgia citizens will have to pay 5.21 mills/ 


per 100 cents as state tax. The tax rate is 
based on property returns of $410,000,000. At 
the time the rate was fixed the counties 
of Worth and Washington had not sent 
in official returns and the governor and 
comptroller estimated the property in these 
counties at the same value as returned in 
1890. 

To meet the appropriations of nearly 
2,500,000 it was necessary to levy a tax of 
exactly $5.21 on every $1,000 worth of prop- 
erty returned. The tax is divided as fol-. 
lows: 

School fund -1.0 mills 
Sinking fund to retire public debt 0.26 mills 
Pensions is sc esi ¢ 0: 6s ot 06 te eee 
General governmental purpoges . 1.95 mills 


Total. .--5).21 mills 
Sixty-five cents per $1,000 is the increase 
in tax over the rate of Jast year. This 
represents an increase in revenue of over 
$266,000. 

The announcement of a rate of but 5.21 
mills will create a great surprise as the 
impression had been generally created that 
the rate would be about 6.25 mills. This 
impression had grown from the belief that 
the money to pay the extra appropriations 
for schools would have to be raised this 
year. 

The governor and comptroller decided 
yesterday that the act of last year grant- 
ing the increased appropriation for next’ 
year did ‘not authorize the collection of 
the money this year. They decided that the 
money to pay next Year’s school appropria- 
tion must be raised next year. 

This will involve a delay in paying $400,000 
of next year’s school salaries. The tax 
cannot be raised until the latter part of 
the year and the teachers will be com- 
pelled to wait until the end of the year for 
$400,000, 

The act appropriating money for school, 
purposes in the years 1897-98, sht aside $600, - 
000 of direct taxes for this year and $1,000,000 


| on direct taxes next year. The act author- 


ized the governor to levy a tax rate of

A young Spaniard, a resident of Savan- 
nah, who returned from tHe north cn the 
steamship Chattahoochee the same night 
the Dauntless arrived in Savannah, re- 
ported to the Spanish consul that about 
a -dozen Cubans, evidently bound for Cuba, 
had come down on that vessel with him. 
They were most of them steerage passen- 
gers and of that class that one would 
imagine would engage in such expeditions 
as have gone out from the southern ccast 
for Cuba. 

Consul De Lago immediately sought Col- 
lector J. F. B., Beckwith and a long con- 
feremce was the result. The consul as- 
Serted that he had evidence secured from 
the Spanish consul at Philadelphia that 
these Cubans were to be taken on the 
Dauntless and that another filibustering 
trip was to be made. He wanted the 
Dauntless seized at once, but Collector 
Beckwith refused to take that action un- 
less good reasons could be shown for it. 

Inspector Barrett was sent aboard the 
DauntNess today, but after a careful in- 
spection he found absolutely nothing suspi- 
cious, 

It has been asserted that the Daunt- 
less came here to work as a towboat 
and has been about her work today. 

The Spanish consul was very much wor- 
ried about the matter, but he seemed una- 
ble or unwilling to give the collector the 
evidence which he says he has in his pos- 
Session. For that reason it was not pos- 
sible to take any steps against the tug. 
It is needless to say, however, that the 
Dauntless will be closely watched during 
her stay here, and it is not likely she 
will make a move unless the authorities 
know it. It is possible that she may put 
out to sea for filibustering purposes, but 
hardly right away, -since the gunboat 
Wilmington igs said to be laying for her 
off the bar. 

The Dauntless, however, has shown the 
Wilmington her heels before, and she may 
undertake to do it again.

Mr. Saunders thought it could be 
successfully grown in California and Flor- 
ida. He sent out, under the name of the 
Bahia navel orange, a few trees grafted 
from the parent still living to Mrs. Tib- 
bitts, at Riverside, Cal. Shortly after that 
what was known as the Riverside navel 
orange appeared. It produced a finer fruit 
than had ever been secured from the cr- 
ange trees in the United States. It .was 
at once taken up by other fruit growers in 
California, whose spirit of enterprise caus- 
ed them to change its name tn order that 
Riverside should not get too much creijit 
through its excellence. They called it the 
Washington navel orange, and they Loom- 
ed {tt as only enterprising Californians 
could. Ever since that time the navel or- 
ange has been regarded by frult dealers 
everywhere as par excellence. 

With this history behind the orange tree 
still standing at the department of agri- 
culture, there is little wonder that it is 
the objects of so much interest among or- 
ange growers from California and Flori- 
da. Not long ago a wealthy Californian 
visited the hothouses of the department, 
and, when this tree was pointed out to 
him, he took off his hat, bowed low lhefore 
it, remarking that he wanted to show his 
reverence for the tree, as its progeny had 
made him a fortune of $80,000. Many tr- 
ange growers have asserted that if the de- 
partment of agriculture in its entire history 
had done nothing more than to introjuce 
the navel orange in the United States all 
the money that had been expended wn its 
account had been well spent.

Second Legal Execution Since 1825 
for the Offense Charged. 


PRISONER ADMITTED HIS GUILT

Toney Lyles Was Placed on Trial at 
the First Term of Court After 
the Offense. 


Columbia, S. C., August 20.—(Spectial.)— 
Toney Lyles, a young negro, was hanged at 
Newberry today for committing an as~ 
sault upon a white woman in that county 
last March. The woman was on her way 
home from the town of Whitmire. It was 
after dark, and she was alone. 

Lyles was arrested the next day, and was 
identified by her. There was talk at the 
time of lynching, but he was taken in 
chatge by the officers and carried to Clin- 
ton. On the way from Clinton to New- 
berry he jumped from the train while It 
was running at full speed, and was soon 
out of sight in the woods. He was re- 

captured and lodged in the Newberry jail, 
| where he remained until the July term of 
the court, when he was put on trial, con- 
victed and sentenced by Judge Buchanan 
to hang on August 20th. He had no coun- 
sel to defend him; and Judge Buchanan ap- 
pointed Robert H. Welch, who did his duty 
and made the best defense possible under 
the circumstances. 

The case is’ remarkable in that it is the 
second, since 1826, legal execution of a ne- 
| gro for assaulting a white woman in this 


state. There has ‘been no delay. about It. 
He was put on trial at the first term of 
the court after the crime was committed, 
convicted, sentenced and executed. 
The condemned man substantially admit- 
ted his guilt. ‘When he was put in jail 
there was talk of forcing open the jail, tak- 
ing him and lynching him, but no efforts in 
that direction were made. The citizens of

BIG RISKS ILLY REQUITED. 


Men Who Climb Steeples and Work 
Under Water Are Poorly Paid. 

From The Bacheller Syndicate. 

’ Workers in extra hazardous employments, 
as a rule, do not receive pay adequate to 
the apparent risks they run. If the work, 
aside from the danger, is of high grade, 
the men are paid little more than ifs cailed 
for by the same work under ordinary con- 
ditions. There are always plenty of men 
who will take big chances for the sake of 
getting money, but there are not so many 
men skilled enough in their line to do Sat- 
isfactorily the work for which the danger 
is braved. 

An enterprise just started in New York 
harbor illustrates ‘this. The first caisson for 
the New York side of the new East river 
bridge is ready for the men to work under 
compressed air in the underwater chambers. 
These mén will receive from $1.75 to $2.75 
a day, the working hours being from 8&8 
o'clock at the start to 6 o’clock when a 
depth pf over fifty, feet is reached. The cais- 
sons are to be, sunk sixty feet on the New 
York side. At seventy-five feet the air pres- 
sure is considered ‘high. The Brooklyn cais- 
sons must go down ninety or one hundred 
feet. 

When these men ance get into the pressed 
air chambers their labor consists merely 
in shoveling mud and, later, the concrete. 

In addition to the qualifications of a 
dirt digger, says the contractor, all that 
is required is a cool head, good judgment, 
care and a sound physique. The contractor 
even hedges on the ldst essential. Men 
with not the best of lungs have been great- 
ly benefited, by says, by working in caisr 
sons. 

More than a quarter of a century has 
élapsed since’ the Brooklyn bridge cais- 
sons were sunk, involving the death of 
several workmen. Since then the advance 
in this department of bridge building has 
been marked. Electric lights take the place 
of oil lamps in illuminating the working 
chamber, and the elimination of the sooty 
smoke is a great advantage to the work- 
men’s health. Telephonic commpnication 
can be had with the chambers, improved 
methods of ventilating have.been devised 
and the result should be the safeguarding 
of human life. ’

according to depths, and the intricacy of 
the job. From $5 to $25 per day is a wide 
range, but the average wage probably 
is $8. A diver must be a skilled mechanie. 
But besides being brave and cool enough 
to go down in his armor he must have the 
machinist’s skill to take apart and save 
such of the ship’s ‘fittings as are wanted. 

The depth to which a diver can go is 
about twenty fathoms, or about 120 feet. 
At that level the pressure is tremendous. 
The average d@pth in and about New York 
harbor is sixty feet, though occasionally 
100-foot jobs in Hell Gate are offered. 

The caisson worker has the companion- 
ship of his fellows. Tue diver is alone. 
Strange fish poke their noses around him 
and the dead men who sunk with the ship 
peer at him with their glassy eyes. For 
fear of entanglement of the air and signal 
lines the divers go down one at a time. 
The diver’s life is not necessarily short. 
Of the one hundred divers in New York 
there are not a few who have been in the 
business for twenty-five years. Not a 
diver’s life has been lust in the vicinity 
of New York harbor for ten or twelve 
years. P 

Most of the men who earn $25 for a few 
hours’ work in this way are ship riggers, 
familiar with rope and tackle and high sta- 
tions. The rocking of the ship makes the 
sailor’s task of reeving the signal halyards 
in the main truck far more difficult than 
climbing a steeple, except that in the lat- 
ter case the tackle must be rigged. 

Ship riggers are often called upon to 
climb flag poles to paint them, and in this 
case stirrups are worn to aid in climbing. 
Frequently, too, ship riggers get calls from 
country towns to put the top touches on 
a church steeple. Repairs to chimney tops 
also are often made by riggers. This kind 


of work is not ¢o the pay, 
though adequate for d men, is 
not enough to tempt o learn the 


business. 

Ironworkers on the steel skeletons of sky- 
scrapers necd steady nerves. There is not 
the scaffolding on the twenty-fourth story 
fer the man who bolts the beams and gird- 
ers that the painter and the mason finds 
when he ascends. Yet the iron workers pay 
is the same when laboring on the twenty- 
fourth story as when he is on the first 
floor. Three dollars a day is considered 
fair wages for him. If he isn’t satisfied 
there are no end of men willing to take 
the same risk that they may earn a living.

An Awful Showing. 

The report, well written and elaborate, 
does not deal in theory or imagination 
or speculation. It deals in facts. It gives 
nemés and dates and places. it tells 
of things which Colonel Byrd saw with 
his own eyes and heard with his own 
ears. It is the truthful account of his 
trip to the camps—of visits in the daytime 
and at night when no one knew of his 
commmg. It is a faithful description of 
events-of his own knowledge which prove 
& condition of affairs so appalling that no 
one will read it without a shudder. 

Colonel Byrd’ starts out by saying that 
he assumed the duties of his office with 
the determination to gather all the facts 
and to make his final report mirror the 
real life of a misdemeanor eonvict in 
‘Georgia. He made it a rule, he said,_to 
arrive at each camp unannounced, and he 
expresses the belief that his investigation 
hag been as thorough as any one man 
could make’ in the time allowed. He has 
Vigited fifty-one chaingang camps and has 
Inspected 1,793 convicts. These included 
twenty-five county camps, two municipal 
camps and twenty-four chaingangs operat- 
ed by Private individuals. 

. Scope of the Inquiry. ‘ 

The twenty-five county* camps are lo- 
cated among the counties as follows: Ful- 
ton, four; Chatham, three; Bibb, two; and 
One each in Floyd, Bartow, DeKalb, ‘Giynn,

The twenty- 
four chaingangs operafed by private indl- 
Viduals contain 598 cfnvicts, made up of 
one white female, /twenty-seven white 
males, twenty colged females ard 530 
colored males.

The two munigpal gangs, Colonel Byrd 
says, are wel! cgred for and he wastes but 
little time in Aiscussing them. He says 
very little aleg about the working of con- 
victs on pub¥#& {tmprovements, but his re- 
port is valugble in the statistics it gives 
In that magter. The convicts worked by 
the county are, as a whole, well clothed 
and wellfed, and it is only in rare in- 
stances

“In the matter of food,” he says, ‘‘there 
is a vast difference as to camps. In many 
of the pine belt gangs, where the convicts 
are buried tn the fastness of mighty pine 
forests, they go from year's end to year’s 
end without a taste of vegetables. Usually 
the convicts returning after a fourteen 
hours’ work are given raw chunks of 
1cat to prepare for their own dinner. 

In the matter of buildings the report is 
no less severe. In the Glynn county camp 
Colonel Byrd found sixty-one men sleep- 
ing in a room than nineteen feet 
square and seven feet from the floor to 
the ceiling with no window and but one 
door, which opened into anothér:-room. In 
Jefferson county the convicts slept in tents, 
which hod no bunks, no mettresses and not 
even a floor. Fully one-third of the pri- 
vate camps contained neither bunks nor 
mattresses and the convicts are compelled 
io sleep’ in filthy, vermin-ridden blankets 
on the. ground, 

In Glynn county the whites and blacks 
have been sleeping in the same roomy ahd 
in Chatham, Bibb and Jefferson both col- 
ors are chained together. 

Cold. 

In continuing his description of convict 
life, Colonel Byrd says: 

“Many of the camps have no arrange- 
ments and scarcely miserable excuses for 
means of warrting the barn-like buildings 
in which the convicts are confined during 
stormy days and wintry nights.

Colonel Byrd's 
tary arrange nents of some of the camps 
and the horrors of convict life in this re- 
spect are unprintable. He calls attention 
to the factethat the death rate in the pri- 
vate camps is double that of the county 
camps. The heaviest death rate was in 
the camp of W. E. Vayne, in Jasper coun- 
ty, where one out of four cogvicts die 
during confinement. At the camp of R. R. 
Jcnes, in Morgan county, one in six dle. 
In the J. R. Alllson & Co. camp in Irwin 
county, one man out of thirty-two {fs sen- 
tenced never to return. In twenty-one out 
of the twenty-four private camps there are 
neither hcsp‘tal buildings nor arfangements 
for the sick. In the county camps the sick 
are looked after usually by the county or 
almshouse physician, but the private camps 
are almost wholly without medical provis-

Filth. 

After describing the lack of bathing fa- 
cilities, which Colonel Byrd says gives the 
convicts a “‘mangy appearance,”’ he says: 

“I’ve heard of convicts being inhumanly 
beaten, but the most rigid questioning of 
members of the camp failed to bring.out 
the needed proof. A leather strap is the 
instrument of punishment in all the camps 
and my observation has been that where 
the strap has been used least ‘the best 
camps exist and the best work {s turned 
out by the convicts. There are not five 
camps in the state that have complied with 
the law regulating the meeting of con- 
victs, neither 19 there any single camp 
which complies with the law requiring 
them to keep a book in whch the good 
or bad ‘conduct of 4ach convict shall be en- 
tered daily. In the event of good conduct 
the law_provides that his term of confine- 
ment shall be shortened four days during 
each month of service. In fifteen private 
camps the contractors are not giving their 
conviets a single day off for good service 
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at he gives evidence of brutality -

Brutality. . 

Colonel Byrd says that he feels it his 
duty to call attention to a few of the 
many cases of cruelty, brutality, ‘inhumani- 
ty, and-even murder that have come under 
his personal observation during his tour 
of inspection. He tells the story of the 
brutal beating of the simple-minded old 
negro “Buster”? Tucker in Houston coun- 
ty, which led to the [Indictment of the 
guard by the grand jury and the pardon 
of the conyict. He tells of the East Macon 
camp, in Bibb county, where thirty ne- 
g€roes and one white convict were chaiged 
together and made to sleep on the floor in 
& room fifteen feet square with windows 
and doors locked up and no escape for the 
volume of impure air arising fcom such a 
compact mass of humanity. 
Insult. 
the Glynn county 
Byrd says: 

forty-six colored males and 
white males all asleep 
in one small room. There was 
but one door in this room and 
it opened into the guards’ quarters and af- 
forded no ventilation. At night when these 
men came in from the ditches with their 
clothing wet they were made to strip and 
black and white lay down on the floor to- 
gether, their clothes being piled in a com- 
mon heap. In the morning a white man

Was apt to find himself clad in a wet gar-° 


ment worn by a colored convict the day 
previous, and it is a horwible But truthful 
fact that some of these convicts were vic- 
tims of a most loathsome disease.”’ 

The report does not hesitate to say that 
the private camps in many cases are run 
by men whose object is to make the most 
money possible out of the convicts regard- 
less of the cost to the poor and helpless 
prisoner. Colonel Byrd says he is unable 
to tell of all the horrors he eaw, but he 
gives some instances of cruelty almost be- 
yond belief. He says: 

Outrage. 

“In -the camp of 8S. F. Floyd & Co., In 
Ware county, I found sixteen colored 
males and a white woman. They shared 
their sleeping quarters with a cow stable 
and a guano storeroom. In the R. R. 
Jones camp, in Morgan county, I found 
eight colored male convicts and two of 
them had broken lege. These two injured 
men were horribly surrounded and I have 
already alluded to this camp as one of the 
banner camps for heavy mortality in 1896.’’ 

After quoting numerous incidents show- 
ing the sudden deaths of convicts in camp 
from “‘brain trouble’ and other diseases, 
Colonel Byrd takes up the Irwin county 
Bang, operated by J. R. Allison & Co., and 
says: 

“In Irwin county the negroce look worse 
than in any other camp I have inspected; 
‘only five’ convicts are ceported to have 
died a® this camp last year. Upon date of 
inspection I found three negro men, all 
new arrivals, locked in the filthy building 
sick. They said they had been there a 
week. Two of them looked asif they could 
not recover, The conviets at work were 
filthy and ragged. Mr. J. R. Allison, the 
proprietor, told me that he had sent for a 
physictan, 

“In the Pulaski county camp, operated by 
J. R. Allison & Co., I found seventeen co- 
victs. all colored There was not 
even a sfove in this camp, and the negroes

had to cock en skillets on lug fires tn the 


open alr. Trere were. ne beds and the few 
blankets Were recking with filth, and they 
lay scattered aulout a very filthy door. 
Three deaths were recorded at this camp 
last year. Jt ts cialmed that recently tne 
guards tcck turn about on one convict and 
literally beat hira to death and then wurited 
his remains in his cenvict suit and with 
h:s shackles on. 
Murder. 

“A reputable citizen told me that he 
had seen-the guards beating this convict 
and that In their arger they had caugnt 
him by the gshauciles and run through the 
woods, dragging him along feet foremost. He 
Stated ihat he had gone before the grand 
jury of Puiaski county and sworn to thee 
facts, but that Mr. Allison had friends on 
the. jury and that other citizens had 


thought it. would be best to hush the whole 


deplorable affair up and keep it out of the 
courts and the newspapers. Mr. Allison's 
son-in-law, the superintendent of the camp, 
Claimed that the negro had died of dropsy 
and was buried in his stripes and Shackles 
to save time. | 

“The camp of W. H. & J. H. Griffin, in 
Wilkes county, I found to be yery tough. 
It was. in this camp that Bob Cannon, a 
camp guard, in April of this year beat to 
death an aged negro convict named Frank 
McRay. When I visited the camp in May 
I found that a@ coroner’s inquest had been 
held over the murdered negro's remains 
and that Cannon was in fail, charged with 
the murder. I inspected the Griffin camp, 
and found tie condition of affairs almost 
too horrible to describe. 

“The prison was an abandoned kitchen or 
outhouse in the yard of a large, o:d ante- 
belium residence. Every window tn it had 
closely 
boarded up and sealed. It was a small 
square box with not even an auger hole for 
air or light. When the door was opened and 
I had recovered from the shock caused 
by the.rush of foul air I noticed a sick 
negro sitting in the room. 

Torture. 


“How human beings could consign fel- 
low beings to such an existence I cannot 
understand any more than I can understand 
how a human being could survive a night 
of confinement in such a den. 

“There was an open can in the center of 
the room and it looked as !{f it had not 
been emptied in a fortnight. A small bit of 
corn bread lay on the blanket near the 
negro and that spoor victim, guilty of a 
misdemeanor only, while sick confiend in 
this sweat-box dungeon humbly asked to 
be furnished with 4 drink of water. 

Inhumanity. 

“It was in this gang that I found Lizzie 
Boatwright, an eighteen-year-old negress 
sent up from Thomson, Ga., six months for 
larceny. She was clad in men’s clothing: 
was working side by side with male con- 
vicets under a guard cutting a big ditch 
through a meadow. The gir! was small of 
stature and pleasant of address, and her 
life in this camp myst have been one of 
long drawn out agony, terror and suffer- 
ing. 

“She told me.that she had been whipped 
twice, each time by Bob Cannon, the bruta] 
young white guard who had beaten McRay 
to déath tn April. I quote’her own language 
in giving a description of how Cannon 
prostituted the legal right to whip into a 
most revolting and disgusting outrage. 
She said: 

‘**Mr. Cannon whipped me and the negro 
women convicts from Green county twice 
each. Both whippings were to punish us 
becuuse our feet were sore and we stopned 
on the side of the road to fix the rag so 
as to protect them. He ordered us to take 
down our trousers and we begged him to 
take us where the men convicts could not 
see us exposed. He answered: “G—d d—n 
you, strip.”” So lhe stripped us down and 


beat us on our naked skin with the strap. 
Male convicts were all about us when we 
were whipped.’ 

Butchery. 

“The facts in the mvurder case against 
Guard Cannon as sworn to before the coro- 
ner’s jury” are these: Cannon whipped the 
aged negro a number of times, and so un- 
mercifully that almost unconscious and 
perfectly helpless, the old man looked up 
from the ground where he lay and asked: 
‘Boss, ts you gwine to kill me.’ Cannon 
angrily replied: ‘Yes, G—d d—n you, I 
am.’ The negro then begged to be shot 
and spared further torture. After the last 
whipping Cannon dragged him to a tree 
and chained him up s9 that he could not 
lie down. Half an hour later, when the 
gang got back, McRay was dead.” 

Colonel Byrd quotes In full the statement 
of Dr. John Hill, of Washington, who per- 
formed an autopsy on thé old negro. It 
is a detailed statement showing that the 
man was literally.beaten to a pulp before 
his tortured soul left its torn and bleeding 
body. The physician's report is too hor- 
rible to be put into) type. 

Now WhatP 

In conclusion, Colonel Byrd says: 

“While these private chaingangs exist and 
are being operated against the law in 
spite of the rulings and decisions of the 
supreme court, and while the average 
penal camp of the state penitentiary is a 
heaven compared to the agony and torture 
suffered by misdemeanor convicts, there 
are many good men operating: private 
camps in this state. After investigating 
them all I deem it my duty to say to your 
excellency to be to the best interest of the 
greatest number of people, for the law 
making private camps illegal to be re- 
pealed and at the same time to legislate all 
the misdemeanor convict camps in the 
‘state urftier the provision of the principal 
keeper of the penitentiary and to pro- 
vide far their regular inspeétion. 

“Your excellency never dita more noble 
deed nor one that has been more far-reach- 
ing in “good or beneficent results to'a help- 
less and friendless class of unfortunates 
than when you sent Special Inspector 
Wright into the misdemeanor convict camps 
of Georgia two years ago. His one Visit 
did valiant service for human betrgs that 


» were serving a bondage worse than slavery. 


True they were law-breakers and deserved 
punishment at the hands of the state, but 
surely the state has no right to make 
helpless by law and, then to forsake the 
helpless to the mercies of men who have no 
merey. 

“God only knows just how badly the 
ccnvict camps of Georgia need systematiz- 
ing and regulating. Surely there can be no 
genuine civilization where man’s inhuman- 
ity to man is so possible and so plainly in 
evidence, Your exccllency should have the 
hearty co-operation of all good citizens in 
your efforts to make all misdemeanor con- 
vict camps of the state what the law has 
always said they should be—places of pun- 
ishment for the law breakers whose offense 
is of a milder grade of. crime.”’ 

Will the Legislature Act? . 

Governor Atkinson carefully read the re- 
port when it reached him, and spent a good 
deal of time yesterday afternoon going 
over the detailed statemerts and figures 
coneerning iIndiv’dual camps which ac- 
c »mpanied the document. Last night a Con- 
stftution reporter asked him what he 
trought. of ft. 

“Tt’s just what I ‘knew it would he,” he 
replied. “I’ve seen something of this my-

“T will send it to the legislature with my 
message-—as [I have done for so long a 
time that it has got to be sort of a habit 
with me.” 

“Do you expect that this legislature will 
take definite action om {t and see that 
thera is reform?’’ 


“I assuredly do. I believe that this next* 


legislature will take up the entire convict 
question and settle it for good and all.” 

In which connection it may be mentioned 
that there are only two more legislatures 
which will meet in time to settle it. The 
twenty-year convict lease expires two years 
hence.

ORGANIZED LABOR WILL MEET 


Strikers Managers Will Listen To Noth- 


Ing Unless It Comes from All, 


WILL CONTINUE AGGRESSIVE” WORK 


Success or Failure Now Hangs on the 
Result of the Conference Work- 
ingmen’s Leaders Are To 
Have in St. Louis Next 
Week. 


Columbus, O., August 20.—The national 
executive board of the United Mine Work- 
ers adjourned today after having issued a 
call for a conference of organized labor 
to be held in St. Louls August 30th. 

The board rejected the proposition of the 
Pittsburg operators for a conference to ar- 
bitrate ‘the wage dispute tn that district, 
claiming that such action would be prejudi- 
cial to the interest of the miners at large. 

The board is ready to consider overtures 
for the arbitration of the issue of the great 
strike only when these overtures come 
from all the operators in the competitive 
district, which includes Oho, Indiana, Il- 
linois, West Virginia and Pennslvania. 

The board decided not to deviate 
from the established policy until the re- 
sult of the St. Louls conference is known. 
The aggressive work i!n the fleld ‘will be 
and the efforts to spread the 
the West Virginia district re-

The success or failure of the strike hangs 
upon the St. Louis conference, the call for 
which has been issued by Samuel Gompers, 


president of the American Federation of 


Labor, and J. R. Sovereign, general master 


workman of the Knights of Labor. They 


maintain that the fight now being waged 
by the miners !s one of common interest 
to organized labor throughout the country. 

At the St. conference all labor 
organizations will be asked to join issues 
with the miners. If the object of the St. 
Louis conference is accomplished the strike 
will be extended to nearly every branch 
of labor in the country. 

The call, among other things, says: 


“The tyrannical and un-American injnc- 
tions of the federal and state courts are 
revolutionary against the first principles of 
{ree government and dercgatory to the in- 
herent rights of the masses, endangering 
the public peace, and destroying the per- 
sonal security and (Individualities of the 
cor mon peaple. 

“The courts have deserted the temple 
of justice and now staads rorth the defiant 
bulwark of confederates in the capitol. 
Their arbitrary rulings have set up one 
statdard of rights for the rich and another 
for the poor. They decree that capital Is 
always right and labor always wrong. They 
have made it unlawful for starving work- 
ing people to appeal against’ tyrannical 
treatment, present grievances or propose 
just and peaceable terms for the redress of 
insufferable wrongs. 

“But it is no longer a mere struggle be- 
tween employees and employer. The judi- 
clary has assumed the tndefensible claims 
of the operators and the struggle is between 
tvrannical courts and the whole people. 
The courts. although under gath to serve 
the rich and poor alike, have lunteered to 
defend ‘the sordid interests of the rich as 
against the God-given rights of the poor. 
And now threaten to turn the gatling guns 
and winchesters of criminals and thugs 
against all who dare protest against their 
despisable restraining orders. The fudiciarv 
is prostituted to the bidding of oppressive 
capital, has placed the rights of property 
above the rights of persons and has dis- 
criminated against the many Interests of 
the few.”’

The name of this or- 
‘ganization isthe British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, and some 
of the most distinguished men. of the 
world are attendant upon its delibera- 
tions. . 

Included among this number’are Lord 
Kelvin, formerly Sir William Thomp- 
--. ‘gon, one of the leading professors in 

the University of Edinburg; Lord Lester, 
the renowned surgeon and physician, 
who; recently received the order of 
knighthoad from Queen Victoria; Profes- 
sor William Ramsey, the discoverer of 
‘the new element, argon; Professor 
James Brice, the well-known writer on 
; political and economic subjects; Sir Bos- 
din Leech, engineer of the Manchester 
ship canal; Lord Raleigh, Sir John 
Evans, Professor Unwin and _ several 
Others. While these distinguished men 
‘of science do not rank perhaps with Dar- 
win, Huxley and Tyndall, they show 
that the association is still rich in 
strong intellectua] material, and that its 
influence is still far reaching and pro- 
found.

Trying To Promote a Panic. 

The Washington Post is inclined to 
think there is considerable truth in the 
suggestion of Mr. Wharton Barke., of 
Philadelphia, that one of the caus2s of 
the fall in silver is the pernicious ac- 
tivity of Mint Director Prestoa in put- 
ting forth from time to time over his 
official signature, predictions calculated 

- to bear the silver market. 

There can hardly be a doubt that these 
redictions have had some inff:ence— 
not because Preston knows anything 
about it, or that his predictions are 1€al- 
ly entitled to any weight, but because he 
holds a responsible position under the 
government.

/ _ ver forget that a much further fall will 


depreciate our silver money and our sil- 
ver certificates and bring ruin and dis- 
aster upon public as well as private in- 
terests. Parity is maintained, not hy 
the government, but by the consensus of 
public opinion, and the activity of Pres- 
ton in trying to attract the attention and 
earn the gratitude of those who control 
the available gold supply, is calculated 
to do untold damage. 

The country has in circulation about 
$500,000,000 of coined silver and as much 
more in bullion, and the fact that the 
government is pledged to “maintain par- 
ity between the metals” is a sufficient 
reason why the McKinley administration 
should put its hand on Preston’s mouth, 
and prevent him from using his official 
position to injure the financial interests 
of the government and the people. 

The interest Which the government 
has in preventing the fall of silver 
amounts practically to $1,000,000.000, The 
parity between gold and silver cannot 
be maintained by this government if

In the North. 

It weuld be idle to deny that the 
northern people are progressive. The 
south can make a horn, but the north 
can take the same horn and fashion it 
into aspoon. It can take our timber and 
make beds for us; our cotton and weave 
it into calico. © 

This is so well known that it is hardly 
necessary to refer to it. But this su- 
periority of treatment is not confined to 
manufactures. It has now spread to the 
lynching business, and, unless all the 
signs fail, our northern brethren will 
rob the south, of its prestige in this line. 

The srobality of this was demon- 
strated sometime ago in Ohio, where, al- 
though the prisoner was undergoing @ 
trial in the courts, a mob took bim away 
from the sheriff and disposed of him 
more skillfully and promptly than a 
southern’ mob has ever been able to do. 
Thus. according to present prospects, the 
recent statement of a northern contem- 
porary to the effect that the south excels 
in the industry of lynching bids fair to 
prove unreliable. Even in this busi- 
ness we cannot hope to compete with the 
more alert and progressive population 
of the north. 7 * 
The lynching limits which have been 
supposed to be marked by. the political 
boundary known as Mason and Dixon's 
have rapidly moved northward 
until now they embrace Chicago. 

However, it is not the boundary line, 
but the style in which the business is 
carried on. The latest exhibition, which 
took place in Chicago, shows that the 
plain accessories of a rove and a tree 
are altogether too commonplace. There 
is nothing exhilgrating, nothing unique 
about them. 

As usual, Chicago sets the pace, and 
ye victim was shot, impaled-on pitch- 
forks, and beaten 


with clubs, thus af- 
fording a rare spectacle to those who 
tock part in.the exercises. 

We do not recount these facts in a 
spirit of env Far from it. We are 
truly sorry tha& the business of lynching 
should have made such rapid strides in 
the section illuminated with morality, 
refinement and culture—the center of 
culture and progress. But since it is so, 


we cannot refrain from .commenting 
on it. « 
Our northern contemporaries have 


heretofore depended on sermons in the 
newspapers as remedies for the lynching 
habit. Now that the mania has extended 
to their own progressive and enlight- 
ened. section, we trust they will:find a 
real remedy and thus set the south a 
worthy. example. In this matter we

A Crowning Irdignity. 

Since the outbreak of the Cuban war 
the civilized world has. been startled 
more than once by the perpetration of 
Spanish outrages on the island, but the 
history of the brutal struggle which is 
now going on in Cuba has failed to dis- 
close anything more revolting than the 
savage indignities recently heaped upon 
the niece of President Cisneros. 

As gathered from the meager tele- 
graphic accounts which have come from 
the island,’ the sfory is briefly this: 
Some five or six months ago the young 
girl’s father was made a prisoner by 


the Spaniards and sent to a penal col- 


ony on the Isle of Pines for safe confine- 
ment. Out of devotion to her father the 
courageous girl insisted on accompany- 
ing him to the penal colony, but hardly 
had she been there more than a few 
days before her rare beauty. aroused the 
brutal instincts of. the Spanish officers 
on the island, who made improper ad- 
vanees toward her. With virteous in- 
dignation she repelled these advances 
and violence would perhaps have ensued 
had not the colony risen up in protest 
against the threatened outrage. Seizing 
upon this disturbance as a pretext for 


‘gratifying his malicious spite, the gov- 


ernor of the island brought charges 
against the young girl, alleging that she 
had incited the colony to arms. On this 
outrageous fndictment she was brought. 
to trial, convicted without a fair hearing 
and thrust into one of the vilest dun- 
geons in the:city of Havana, where she 
has been compelled to associate on 
terms of equality with the most depraved 
of her sex. Information received 
from Havana within the past few days 
states that the young girl has been sen- 
tenced to twenty years of exile and im- 
prisonment in Africa, and that she will 
shortly be deported. Naturally, the in- 
dignation of civilized people everywhere 
is aroused over the brutal treatment 
which this innocent gir! has received at 
the hands of the Spanish authorities 
in Cuba. Several influential American 
women, including’ Mrs. Julia Warde 
Howe, Mrs. Jefferson Davis and others, 
have ventured to interfere in her.behalf, 
but it remains to be seen whether or 
not their efforts will bear fruit. This last 
evidence of Spanish brutality is without 
precedent or parallel in the annals of 
savagery. : 


Arthur B. Connolly. 

The death of Atlanta’s chief of police, 
Arthur B. ‘Connolly, is a very serious 
loss to the city. His place may be filled 
by men as competent, but his peculiar 
jndividuality is not likely to be dupli- 
cated. 

It is rare, indeed, to find a combina- 
tion of such -qualitiés as marked_ his 
character and his methods. .He was as 
gentle and as unobtrusive as a woman, 
and it is hard to reconcile these quali- 
ties with those sterner characteristics 
necessary to the control and manage- 
ment of a body of mem as large as At- 
lanta’s police force. 

Looking back upon his career it is 
easy to see that he was in some respects 
a very remarkable man. He began his 
career on the police force as a private. 
He was practically unknown. He-chad 
no powerful family .backing, no coterie 
of interested friends to promote his ends. 
He had no political pull. Nevertheless, 
by sheer force of character, he rose step 
by step to the responsible position of 
chief of police—a position which he held 
for sixteen years. = 3 Racal aot 

Through it all, his integrity, his devo- 
tion to duty and his sleepless vigilance 
in promoting peace and good order have 
served to make, him conspicuous. He 
kept himself clear of all factions. He 
entered into no intrigues. - He simply

so well that rivalry, envy and prejudice | 
wage all disarmed. He depended for 
his influence on his popularity, and his 
popularity was the natural result of 
an impartial and inflexible performance 
of his duty. 

His career is one that should attract 
the attention of all young men, The 
road from the ranks of private on the 
force to the office of chief is not an easy 
one to travel. A weak man can never 
reach it. And this is true of every posi- 
tion of public responsibility. Men with 
“pulls’”’ and powerful friends alone can- 
not compete with those who depend on 
their integrity and their devotion to 
duty to carry them forward. The road 
to success is open to any young man in 
any career provided he is armed with 
integrity and zeal.’ 

The death of Chief Connolly will be 
deplored by a wide circle of friends 
among all classes of our people. His 
place will be filled by men as capable, 
but never by any man more unselfishly 
devoted to the best interests of the city, 
or more zealous in behalf of the efficien- 
cy and discipline of the men under his 
charge. The record made by Arthur 
Connolly will not be improved upon in 
these important particulars.

The Situation in India. 

The latest information received from 
British India is anything else but re- 
assuring from a British standpoint, and 
even though Great Britain may succeed 
in effectually putting down the revolt 
which has broken out in that quarter it 
is evident that she will experience some 
difficulty in pacifying her rebellious sub- 
jects. 

Of course this Indian outbreak is not 
general as yet. At the present time it is 
largely confined to the mountains, but 
scarcely a day passes without adding to 
the area of discontent. For many years 
past the Hindoos have been loyal to 
British rule, but several things of late 
have had a tendency to alienate their 
affections from the crown. When the 
horrible bubonic plague broke out in the 
province several months ago, closely fol- 
lowed by the scourge of famine, the Hin- 
doos naturally expected some assistance 
from Great Britain, but instead of reai- 
izing this hope, they were bitterly dis- 
appointed. This neglect has opened the 
eyes of the Hindoos, and unless Great 
Britain sueceeds in restoring the con- 
fidence which her selfishness has im- 
paired, she may yet lose the fair and 
fertile province of India, or else be’ com- 
pelled to subdue it at a tremendous sac- 
rifice of blood and treasure. 


Garbage Converted Into Fuel. 

The utilization of waste material is 
one of the chief aims of modern scien- 
tific investigation. Only a few years 
have elapsed since cotton seed, except 
for planting purposes, were looked upon 
With contempt in this section: and yet 
today cotton seed form the sole material 
of one of the most important industries 
in the south. 

This observation is suggested by the 
announcement that Sir William Thomp- 
son, better known as Lord Kelvin, one 
of the most distinguished scientists of 
the present day, has recently landed 
in New York city on a short visit to 
the United States and Canada. Lord 
Kelvin has had nothing to do, of course, 
with the cotton seed industry in this 
section; but one of the greatest discov- 
eries of the age in the line of utilizing 
waste material belofigs to the famous 
Briton. Lord Kelvin’s achievement is 
nothing more or less than the discov- 
ery of a process for converting garbage, 
by which term is meant the ordinary 
waste products of the street, into fuel. 
In speaking of this discovery in a re- 
cent interview, Lord Kelvin observed 
that ten tons of this fuelized garbage 
has the same capacity for producing 
steam as one ton of coal. “The experi- 
ment,” says he, “was made at Shore- 
ditch six weeks ago. Now the munici- 
pal electric furnace is fed exclusively 
by garbage. The furnace is designed 
specially for the practical appreciation 
of the value of this discovery. Consider 
that Shoreditch paid formerly two shil- 
lings and three pence a ton to street 
cleaners for gathering up the garbage of 
the town and throwing it into the sea. 
Now, instead of making appropriations 
for wasting garbage, the town saves it.”’ 

Lord Kelvin is no mere scientific ad- 
venturer, and the announcement of his 
achievement cannot fail to arouse deep 
interest in both hemispheres. For more 
than fifty years the distinguished sci- 
entist has been connected with the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, in Scotland, and is 
the author @f numerous standard pub- 
lications on scientific topics. Most of 
his time has been devoted to. experi- 
rents in electricity. Lord Kelvin is 
i" in his seventy-fourth year, having 
been born in Ireland in 1824. He re- 
ceived his education at the Universities 
of Cambridge and Glasgow: but the 
studies which he pursued at these in- 
stitutions formed only the ground-work 
of his subsequent investigations. .From 
boyhcod he has been a profound student 
of economic and scientific problems, and 
the world is prepared, in some measure, 
for the announcement of his great dis- 
covery. What this discovery means to 
the crowded centers of the world where 
garbage is a source of great annoyance 
and expense, can hardly be estimated in 
dollars and cents. Not ohly does it dis- 
pose of the garbage which collects in 
our large cities, but actually makes it a 
source of revenue to the governments of 
these cities. Verily, the achievement of 
Lord Kelvin is one of the most remark- 
able products of the century. ;

Sunday last there appears an article 
“Our National Greatness,” from which the 
following is an extract: “Though Great 
Britain boasts that the sun never sets on 
her dominions, the United States also en- 
joys that distinction. When it is 6 o’clock 
p. m. in Alaska, it is 9:36 a. m. of the next 
day in Maine.’”’ WIll you kindly allow me 
to correct a few inaccuracies in the above 


statement? 

Assuming it to be a fact 
when it is 6 p. m. “in Alaska” (a very wide 
word), it is 9:36 a. m. of the next day in 
Maine, this would show a difference of no 
less thah 234 degrees of longitude between 


the two places, or nearly two-thirds of ger 
distance round the globe, which Is, 0° 
course, absurd. The actual difference in 
longitude between Eastport, fn sys 
and Cape Wrangel, the extreme west po rs 
of Attu island, which is the most westerly 
of the Near islands, a subsidiary group of 
the Aleutians, is almost exactly 121 = 
grees, showing a difference in time betwe 
the two places. of eight hours and oe 
minutes, instead of fifteen hours and (thir- 
‘ty-six minutes, according to your state- 
ment. But, in estimating the time 
the sun is above the horizon we musi, 
of course, take the most northerly point 
of Alaska, which stretches beyon 70 de- 
grees north latitude in longitude 157 de- 
grees west, or 90) degrees west of Eastport. 
At the latitude named the sun fs above the 
horizon continuously for two months in 
summer: and for a month before and after 
these two its time of setting in northern 
Alaska is actually later than that of its 
rising in Maine. We see, theref ora that 
the statement that ‘“‘the sun ‘lever sets 
on the United States is applicable to abcut 
four months only of the year—say from 
April to Atigust—and in that ‘espect the 
case is different from that of Great F1.tain, 
on whose dominions the sun never sets, 
even for an hour, all the year round. 
Trusting that you will publish this cor- 
rection of a statement which I have fre- 
quently seen repeated without corntracic-

The total population, according to the 
census taken December, 1895, of the Ger- 
man empire, including Alsace and Lor- 
raine, reaches 52,244,098, against 49,423, .0 in 
1899, and 41,058,792 in 1871. That is to say, 
the population has increased 27 per cert 
since the re-establishment of the empire 
twenty-five years ago. The kingdom of 
Saxony in this period has increa-ced 49% 
per cent; Prussia, 29 per cent; Hese, 21 
per vent; Saxe-Cobrrge and Gotha, 4 per 
cent. Remarkalle increases are to be not- 
ed in the populations of the two f-ee 
tuwns and their dependencies. 'tfamburg, 
which in 1871, ha@ a poputation of £25,974, 
has now 681,632, and Bremen has risen trom 
122,402 to 196,278.

The Yukon Discoveries. 

Editor’ Constitution—Can you sive some 
facts about the Yukon counitcy? 
GOLD #FUNTER. 

The latest fields of auriferos attraetion 
are the upper reaches of the Yuhen river 
in Alaska, or rather inland from Alaska, 
beyond the boundary line tnat -e€;srates 
the latter from the Canadian nerthvest 
territories. Here, in the Klondike district, 
about 250 miles north-northeast from Mount 
St. Elias, or by water navigation, probably 
1,500 miles from St. Michael’s, on Norton 
Sound, a tract of gold-producing ore of al- 
most fabulous richness has been @iscovered. 
A mining party, forty in number, has re- 
turned from the region, bringing gold dust 
to the valife of $500,000. The steamer which 
brought the miners to San Franvisco 
brought a large additional ship nent of 
gold dust. As* the result of this, we may 
expect the usual frenzied rush into the 
country, with the accompanying cdisap- 
pointments and distress, though i!ar has 
been the way the waste places in the world 
have been settled and congested rc ons re- 
lieved of their superabundaat repuiation. 
Fortunately, the Yukon, we helieve, swarms 
with salmon, and of proportions that wceuld 
put the home angler to the blush were he 
to name their length and weight. ss these 
fish ascend the river for over a thuusand 
miles there would be little tear of StuPVae 
tion, during the short summer Months: at 
least when the Yukon ‘jis not ice j}ound, in 
the case of a vast influx of mining popula- 
tion. In the winter game is stil] pientiful, 
for the fur trade continues to be a profit- 
able industry, and, in the upper reaches of 
the Yukon, the climate, contrary to general 
belief, is said to be milder thdn on the 
coast. The process of mining. the gold 
moreover, is not a serious labor, since the 
yield has, so far, beer from Placer dk pos- 
its and from the beds of streams Fich in 
metalliferous silt washed down from the 
mountains. As the district of the pew pold 
camp lies in Canadian rdther than in Alas- 
kan territory, we shall be fortunate if we 
do not embroil ourselves with Lue govern- 
inent of the dominion in permit crr 
miners to flock into the region.

: TRADE RATIONS WITH JAPAN 


Washington, august 20.—A statement pre- 
pared by the yeasury department shows 
that for the firS\ime in the history of trade 
relations with Jan, the United States 1s 
entitled to be cOt%jdered as a serious com- 
petitor with Eur®e, A recent British r- 
port from legation » Tokio reviews the for- 
eign trade of Japan qyring the past year. 

In the supply of rajs, nails, pig iron and 
machinery the Unites States assumed a 
leading place.,The Bytish report pointed 
out that Ameritan railway engine builders 
were likely to receive , great number of 
orders during the preserm year. 

An unusual demand for metals, textiles 
and raw materials Is notet, going to show 
the growth of manufacturey jn Japan. our 
own official statistics sustyjn the report 
of the British, the treasury department 
statistics showing that there has been a 
great increase in our exports to Japan, 
which have risen from $3,288,2% {in 1892, a 
year of large general exports, ty $13,233,970 
for the fiscal year Just closed. Thy increase 
over the fiscal year 1896 amounts to about 
$5,500,000. 


This increase wag mainly in coOtto and 
manufnhetures o cotton, manufacturms of 
iron and steel, including machinery, Mner- 
als, oil (refined), manufactured toba:co, 
timber and wheat flour. The increase in 
our manufactures of ircn and steel and 'n 
raw cotton is especially noticeable. 

Notwithstanding the heavy increase fn 
exports, the United States buys more from 
Japan than we sell to that country. Dur- 
ing the year just ended the value of Japa- 
nese goods brought into the United States 
was $24,009,756. Compared with last year 
this is a decrease of about $1,500,000. 

However, the value of Japanese imports 
has been subject to comparatively little 
fluctuation, for a number of years ranging 
from $14,885,573 in 1886 to $24,454,220 in 1893. 


Of the 113,343,175 pounds of tea imported 
by the United States during the fiscal year 
1897, Japan supplied 45,465,161 pounds and 
China 56,483,924 pounds. The import of chief 
value, raw silk, was-last year valued at 
$10,010,835. The raw silk 1s free of duty. 
(Manufaetured silk, which is dutiable, was 
Valued at $2,758,962. The total value of free 
‘goods imported during the year was $18,- 
108,609 and of dutiable goods $5,201,147. 

In connection with importation of Japa- 
nese teas it is noted that the prices have 
in fifteen years decreased fully one-half.

“Henry, come here and help me.” 

The news of his death created a pro- 
found shock in the community and when it 
was Known there was but one expression, 
and that was that the city of Atlanta had 


lost a most valuable and worthy official.

“I cannot say much,’’ said Captain Eng- 
lish, his voice choking with emotion, ‘“‘but 
I wish to pay a tribute to one of the most 
faithful of men and most honest of public 
Officials. I have been closely connected 
with Chief Connolly for twenty years, and 
I have watched his career as chief of police 
for nearly eighteen years. I have never 
known him to deviate from the path of 
Strict morality and his word has been a 
synonym of truth and his honesty has 
been above the slightest susp‘cion. He was 
conscientious and faithful to every duty, a 
man to be admired and esteemed by all 
Who knew him.”

Deep regret, is expressed by the members 
of. the general council! and city officials at 
the sudden demise of the chief of police and 
there was a noticeable quiet at the city hall 
yesterday.

Contracts Are Valid. 


The business of railroad ticket sealping 

received a hard blow from Judge Clark, of 
' the United States court, at Chattanooga on 
Wednesday. He granted an injunction 
which strikes the business a terrific blow 
for it will be far reaching in its effects. 
The decision goes far beyond the case 
which was before the court and‘if con- 
gress does not prohibit the businees alto- 
gether there a probability that the 
courts may make it so unprofitable that 

the brokers will abandon it. . 

The railway passenger officials felt good 
Over it yesterday, while the brokers real- 
ized that it was the worst thifte that has 
ever happened to them. 

A brief review of this particular case was 
published in The Constitution at the time 
Judee Clark heard He reserved his 
opinion and prepared his decision with 
care. Lawyers say that it is unusually far- 
reaching and that it is one of the broadest 
applications of the injunction power they 
have ever seen: It is a.very clear legal 
paper and the points which were involved 
are directly met and decided. Judge Clark 
did not try to get around any material is- 
sue in the case. 

Railway men who read the Chattanooga 
dispatch in yesterday’s Constitution were 
elated and wanted to hear more. The 
brokers said that the full text of the de- 
cision when received might contain some 
hope, but it did not hold out a single whit. 
Judge Clark said emphatically that iron-* 
clad signature tickets must not be bought 
and sold by scalpers. He said that there 
“Was evidently a great deal of forgery, mis- 
-¥Fepresentation and all-round fraud in 

handling Signature. tickets, and he added 
that it must stos in his district, so far as 
the Nashville ‘exposition tickets are con- 
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‘stitute a new application’ of the injunction 


The judge takes up another point which 
the scalpers wage in theif favor and he 
announces that the brokerage business is 
not legally or morally a public benefit 
where iron-clad tickets are concerned. He 
does not concede that the broker is doing 
the public a service when he buys what 
One man does not want in violation of an 
express contract and 6el!ls to another man 
who forges the name of the original pur- 
chaser. 

The success of the Nashville exposition 
Was partly at stake in this case. Many 
railroads had taken off the exeursion tick- 
ets to Nashville because the secalpers were 
injuring the re Zular busine ss of the roads. 
Other lines were threateni ng to follow suit. 
Where the low rates had been taken off 
the people Who did go had to pay more for 
transportation and the exposition suffered 
by loss of business. It was estimated that 
every broker in Nashville ,would sell at 
least 300 of thé signature tickets if not en- 
joined, and cause the railroads to lose on 
an average $ per ticket. 

This was one of the answers to the point 
raised by the brokers that the United*® 
States court had no jurisdiction in the case, 
because the amount involved did not reach 
$2,000. Jua@ge Clark's ruling on this is broad 
and he quotes from numerous authorities 
to show that: the injunction, process may 
be applied where the aggregate damage is | 
large, aithough the damage in a single 
case may be insignificant. 

The railroads bringing the case or cases 
into court were the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, the Western and Atlantic, 
and the LouisvHle and Nashville. Among 
the defendants were George E. McConnell 
and W. 8S. Duckworth, Nashville ticket 
brokers, who admitted that they had been 
dealing in the contract, signature tickets.

It is disclosed in the evidence, says 
the court, that there are several scalpers 
in Nashville “engaged in the business of 
buying and selling the return. portion of 
these tickets in violation of the contract, 
and it is to restrain further prosecution of 
this particular branch of the broker's busi- 
ness that the bills in these cases are 
brought.”’ 

After’a return coupon is bought by a 
broker and when it is sold to another party, 
“it becomes necessary for the scalper or | 
broker to agree with such person to refund 
the money pald in the event the fraud is 
detected and the ticket therefore cannot be 
used. It further becomes necessary, of 
course, for the person purchasing from the 
broker to go before the validating agent 
and declare that he is the same person 
originally purehasing and using such ticket 
in coming to the exposition. Of course, it 
fs not necessary to add what is plainly in- 
dicated by the situation, that the person 
using or attempfing to use the return cou- 
pon makes before the validating agent sol- 
emnly a @eliberate misrepresentation and 
practices upon the company, in the event 
the ticket is used, a plain fraud.”’

in support of the proposition. It is the 
protection of the whole coupon excursion 
business which must be considered with all 
the damage suffered, and not simply the 
damage in an individual case. ‘It is the 
value of the whole object of the suit to the 
complainants which determines the amount 
in controversy. In the case of a trade mark 
it is not *#the label which is protected by 
injunction and which is of substantial 
value, but it is the business carried on 
under the label which is the true test of 
Value. 

“It will certainly never ‘be seriously 
maintained before a tri$umal or legislative 
body,’ says the decision, ‘‘that the con- 
tinuance of a fraudulent practice thorough- 
ly demoralizmng in all its tendencies, is 
demanded by the public good or what is 
called public policy.’’ Following this, the 
judge states that he is not concerned with 
the general answers of the broker, but is 
dealing with the exposition tickets. He 
says that the objection that the remedy 
sought would be worse, cuts no figure. All 
jurisprudence was novel at some time 
in its history. Judge Clarke makes some 
observations upon the condition of things 
with which he is dealing, saying: ‘There 
is a great international exposition; an 
exposition of incalculable interest and 
benefit to the public. It has come to be 
one of the greatest institutions of our 
time. *** It is not to be denied that 
the maintenance of the favorable low rate 
of travel enormousiy increases the num- 
ber of people who attend the exposition 
and thereby insures its success.’’ The 
judge then refers to the evidence which 
showed the railroads north of Washington 
had takem off their low rates to Nashville 
because of the loss which they suffered 
through scalped tickets. Other roads are 
considering a similar course, and the suc- 
cess of the exposition is endangered by 
reason of ‘“‘the obvious fraud, open and 
intrusive, and without a single redeeming 
feature.”” Judge Clark was unwilling to 
admift\that the courts were powerless to 
deai with the situation and thereby ‘make 
the humiliating confession that great as 
this wrong is, we have no civil remedy to 
which appeal may-be made for protec- 
tion. 

To Protect Legitimate Business. 

“The case simply calls for an application 
of the injunction process to protect the 
complainants’ business from fraud and ob- 
struction.’’ In the commercial world the 
right of the greatest value is the right to 
fully carry on a lawful business without 
unlawful interruption. Speaking of scalp- 
ing these signature tickets, the decision 
declares: ‘‘The use of these tickets in the 
method hereinbefore pointed out is demor- 
alizing and subversive of public good and 
of public morais, and at the same time 
a private civil injury.’ - Liberal extracts 
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nia, Illinois amd Texas have passed anti- 
scalping laws. 

‘“‘Whatever future investigation or study 
of the subject may disclose as to the or- 
dinary business of the ticket scalper, and 

whatever may be the final word in any 
State as to such,a business, it is certain 
that methods of the kind which form the 
subject of the present suit can mever be 
justified from any standpoint of public 
Or private good, and if by such methods 
the entire business in all of its branches 
is brought into such disrepute as to demand 
total suppression, it will only make mani- 
fest the repetition of history ‘in the end 
which has come to all such practices.” 

The use of the weit of injunction in any 
i case is a serious and delicate duty, says 
the court. It is a striking manifestation 
of the strong arm of civil authority. Then 
Judge Clark gives a manifestation by 
' enjoining the Nashville scalpers who were 
' parties to the suit from buying or sell. 
ing any more of the iron-clad :ignature 
tickets. He adds that it will be well for 
all other brokers in his jurisdictiom to let 
those tickets alone. He does not interfere 
with the scalipers on other tickets, but 
he enjoins them from handling the expo- 
sition signed tickets. As the tron-clad tick- 
ets made the Nashville brokers most :of 
their money, some of them will be likely 
to go out of the business. 

Other roads in other parts of the coun- 
try may apply for injunctions on the con- 
tract tickets, and there is no telling how 
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far this precedent will _be e followed.

The Point at Issue. 
The point at issue is stated by one of the 
commissioners as follows: 
“Since this question has been brought to 


the notice of the public by The Constitu- 


‘tion, the attention. of the county commis- 


gioners has been called to the fact that 
under the old law the tax collector was 
required to give a state bond for one- 
third more than the amount he would 
collect during the year, which would make 
the bond for the Fulton county collector 
to the state $400,000, In addition to this 
bond, he was required to give a bond to 
the county for an amount in the discretion 
of the commissioners, which was usually 
the same as the state bond. To give a sol- 
vent for $800,000 was well-nigh an impossi- 
bility and the main object of the act of 
1877 was to reduce this bond, and the legis- 
lature thought that the only way to do go 
safely was to require settlements to be 
made weekly or whenever a certain sum 
had been collected. 

“Now the act of 1896, which changes from 
weekly to monthly settlements, repeals all 
laws or parts of laws conflicting. 

“The point is now made that in repealing 
the part of the act referred to weekly set- 
tlement, it also repealed that portion which 
provided for a reduction of the bond which 
would now force the commissioners to re- 
quire the tax collector of Fulton county

It 
may be that the service which will be 
held tomorrow afternoon will be the be- 
ginning of the fimal recognition cf the 
bicycle by the pastors and the “hurches, 
and it would not be surprising to find in 
the near future Stalls for the storage 
of wheels in the basement of all churches. 

Heretofore it has not been considered 
the proper thing for the cyclers to at- 
tend church on wheels. A few of the 
bolder wheelmen have ‘tried it, but they 
have met with frowns on all sides. It is 
for this reason that in the past a great 
many of the wheels in the city have been 
Kept indoors on Sunday. 

It seems that now, however, the bicycle 
is to be recognized in a formal manner 
and the wheelmen given a imt that it 
is best for them to ride their wheels to 
church than not to go at all.

Brunswick and Savannah Line Up 
for a Fight. 


THE PASSAIC WILL BARK AGAIN, 


The Old War Monitor Will Turn Her- 


Broadsides. 


ATLANTA MILITARY TO THE RESCUE 


They Hope To Have the Flag of Truce 
Swung Up and Will Pacify 
Jarring Factions. 


A naval battle is on between Brunswick 
and Savannah. 

‘The first shot has been fired by Savan- 
nah, and Brunswick now has her guns 
loaded to the muzzies. 

It ig all the result of the late encamp- 
ment of the naval militia of this state at 
St. Simons island. The report made by 
the commanding officer of the cruiser Wil- 
mington was the fuse that set off the guns, 
and a warfare of words is now in progress. 

The two divisions of the naval reserve 
stationed at Savannah want the monitor 
Passaic... Brunswick has this boat, and 
they intend to keep it at all cost. 

To say that the Brunswick people are 
hot is putting it mildly. They are boiling 
with indignation at the report made by 
the commander, C.-C. Tedd, of the Wilming- 
ton, which roast“not only the naval re- 
ferve, but says that Brunswick is too small 
a town to support two divisions. There {s 
row in the hands of the secretary of war 
the report of Captain Todd, suggesting 
that the monitor Passaic be given to Sa- 
vannah., 

Several months ago, when the naval re- 
serve Was organized in this city, the gov- 
ernment was asked for a war vessel on 
which to train the seamen. Brunswick 
was foremost in this movement. Through 
the efforts of the prominent people of that 
city the Passaic, which was lying in the 
dock at Newport News, a mere relic, left 
in its position to satisfy the sightseers, was 
obtained. Its battle-scarred turret would 
not revolve. Its big gun was covered with 
rust“ Its engines would not do their duty. 
In this condigion the monitor that is now 
in contest eo given to the state of Geor- 
gia, to be stationed at Brunswick. 

Colonel John E. duBiknon, of Brunswick, 
Was one of the workers who got the boat 
for Georgia. Taking his own private tug, 
the Inca, he steamed up. to Newport News, 
where at his own personal expense he took 
the monitor in tow and carried it to Bruns- 
wick. 

The two Brunswick divisions of the naval 
reserve took charge of the old relic. Today 
her engines move and throb. Her tower 
revolves at the wish of the chief engineer, 
and her old gun will rush out of its prison 
and bark. 

The boat, which was dingy, iz now a 
bright white color. Its quarters Fave been 
cleaned, and the hand of the workman {s 
visible in every portion. Not one cent has 
the state or the government given to these 
two divisions for the improvement of the 
monitor.” It was done by the Brunswick 
people. On several occasions the historic 
old boat would steam down the sound, 
vatched by thousands of her admirers. 
Her big gun has been heard from far out 
at sea, and the windows in the city have 
trembled and shook in response. 

Now the officer of the Wilmington does 
rot think the boat is appreciated by the 
Brunswick people, and suggests that it be 
Savannah. 

Captain Todd is being condemned on all 
sides concerring his report. Not only have 
the people of Brunswick spoken their 
thoughts, .but he has been criticised in 
Atlanta. Captain Kenan, who was at S&t. 
Simons during the entire encampment, was 
asked about the report of the captain of 
the Wilmington. At first he refused to 
talk, stating. that it was a matter that 
would be settled in the future, 

“In justice to my state, I feel like I can 
and ought to say that the criticism of 
Captain Todd was unjust, and that his 
suggestions were uncalled for,” said Cap- 
tain Kenan. 

Lieutenant Charles A. Selden, battalion 
adjutant Fifth regiment infantry, Georgia 
volunteers, was sent to Brunswick by his 
colonel to join the camp of instruction of 
the naval reserve, for observations. He was 
asked his opinion of the naval reserve and 
stated that they would compare favorably 
‘as to physique, discipline and training with 
any of the volunteer forces of the state. 
He was in camp Saturday and Sunday and 
spent Saturday night in the camp and 
found it clean, the men neat and well set 
up, and their bearing very soldierly, and 
military courtesies were well observed. All 
arrangements were admirable. 

Ever since the naval reserve of this state 
has been organized the Savannah and 
Brunswick factions have been fighting 
each other. It i8 a question still unde- 
cided as to who will be the commander of 
the reserve. 

There are eight votes from both cities 
cast in each attempt to elect this officer. 
The eight from Savannah vote for Lieu- 
tenant Colding, while the eight from 
Brunswick stand up for Lieutenant Aiken. 

Several attempts have been made to 
elect this officer, but each time the eight 


votes of one balance the eight votes of the | 
other and there is no election. Savannah © 


is trying to remove one of the divisions 
from Brunswick, which means that four 
votes will be removed, which will elect 
Lieutenant Colding, of Savannah, to this 
office. 

“Brunswick Swill never give up the Pas- 
saie, neither will she disband one of her 
divisions,’’ said a well-known officer of the 
state troops. ‘‘They have taken this boat 
and under the orders from the navy de- 
partment have placed it in their harbor 
and there will be considerable barking be- 
fore they give her up.”

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST HADAWAY 


Fulton Campbell Makes Affidavit To 
Prove That Juror Was Bitterly 
Prejudiced. 


“If I had been the man that tiled Flana- } 


gan after he killed those women, I would 
have cut his throat.’’ 

This is the remark which the Flanagan 
defer'se will attempt to prove was made by 
Juror Hadaway prior to the Jast trial. 

New and startling is the affidavit of Ful- 
ton Campbell, which the defense will pre- 
sent to Judge Candler when the moticn for 
a new tearing in the Flanagan case comes 
up at Decatur this morning. 

Ycung Campbell testifies that Juror Had- 
away’s feelings against Flanagan were 60 
bitter that the juror made the expression 
credited t» him in the cpening paragraph 
of this story. Other affidavits will be in- 
troduced to show that the juror was preju- 
d‘ced agairst the prisoner at the bar. 

The defense claims to have made:out a 
much stronger case against the alleged 
prejudiced juror than was at first urged. 
The first expressions against Flenagan 
charged to Hadaway were inild when 
compared to those which the defense now 
brings forward. 

William P. Campbell tas mude another 
affidavit, which completes a Hst of three 
d ferent affidavits: he has made in the case 
so far. The first aflidavit was one alleging 
that he had heard Hadawuy say that 
Fiatagan ought’ 16 be lynched. Then the 
prosecution got him to make an adfidavit, 
\-lhich praetically denied everything in the 
first affidavit. The defense got Mr. Camp- 
bell to make another affidavit, again setting 
forth the facts, or oslleged facts, as related 
in the first affidavit, and also coicurring in 
the affidavit of Attorney Robinson, which 
was to the effect that Hadaway had ex- 
pressed himself as being prejudiced against 
Flanagan. 

The prosecution will appear with quite a 
flood of affidavits at the hearing this 
mornirg. There will be affidavits und 
courter affidavits. Some will testify to the 
alleged fact that Hadaway was bitterly 
prejudiced against Flanagan when he went 
into the jury box to try the prisoner, and 
others will testify that Hadaway made no 
expressions about the case at all. 

The only really important affidavit so far 
is that of Fultdh Campbell, a young son of 
W. P. Campbell, at whose house it is 
charged that Hadaway made the biased re- 
marks against Flanagan. Young Campbell 
is but nineteen years old. He makes affi- 
davit that he was present on the day when 
J. E. Robinson, A. C. Ford, W. P. Camp- 


Lell and others were discussing the Flan- , 


agan case. At that time. Hadaway had 
been summoned as a juror in the case. 

Affiant says that Hadaway said that if 
he .had been the man who tied Flanagan 
at the time directly after the shooting at 
Allen’s he would have cut his throat. 

One point in favor of a new trial which 
the defense will particularly urge is the 
fact of the finding of the newspapers in the 
room with the jury while they were out 
trying to reach a verdict in the case. 

Dozens of reasons for a new trial will be 
presented in the motion for a new trial. 

Colonel Glenn, for the defense, is tired 
of the affidavit play. He wants the judge 
to summon every affiant to present them- 
selves in court and tell what they claim 
to know, in person. He has had several 
witnesses summoned, and will urge Judge 
Candler to get the others present. This 
may cause another delay of a week.

with 1,080,000 spindles and 23,000 looms.

The mill employing the most operatives 
is Henrietta, in Rutherford, which has 530 
men, 665 women and 345 children. This mill 
company has lately purchased Forest City 
mill and 1s putting in 12,000 spindles and 
400 looms,

THE JUDGE GRANTED A RESTRAINING ORDER 


Hearing for Receiver Will Be Had Be- 
fore Judge Candler at 2 O’clock 
Today at Decatur, 


The Exchange bank, of Atlanta, filed a 
petition through its attorneys, Rosser & 
Carter, yesterday, asking that a receiver be 
appointed to take charge of the Gibbs Drug 
Company, and that an order be issued re- 
straining the company from disposing of 
its property. The Illinois Glass Company 
was made a party plaintiff to the bill last 
night. 

Judge Candler granted the restraining 
order and set the hearing for a receiver 
for today at 2 o’clock in Decatur. At that 
time the attorneys for both sides wiil 
argue the case, 

Early yesterday six mortgages were filed 
by the drug company, and later in the day 
the Exchange bank filed its petition asking 
that a receiver be appointed. The pet-tion 
alleges that Isham F. Gibbs, who is owner 
of the Gibbs Drug Company, is insolvent 
and unable to pay the full amount of his in- 


‘debtedness, and that the mortgages have 


been executed in favor of his relatives 

The mortgages as filed yesterday are as 
follows: G. S. Selman, Sr., of Walton coun- 
ty, $10,000; Bank of Monroe, Walton. coun- 
ty, $8,000; C. Z. Blalock, $412.33; I. F. Gibbs, 
administrator of H. W. Gibbs, $350; Culber- 
son & Blalock, $1,280; Third National bank 
of Atlanta, $6,000. All of tne mortgages are 
on the stock of the Gibbs Drug Company. 

G. C. Selman, Sr., is the father-in-law of 
Isham F. Gibbs and is president of the 
Bank of Monroe. C. Z. Blalock is a brother- 
in-law to I. F. Gibbs. 

The petitioners allege that the circum- 
stances under which the mortgages were 


* executed are such that a court of equity 


ought to examine into the mortgages given 
to the kinfolks of I. F. Gibbs. They claim 
that to allow the mortgages to proceed 
into a speedy foreclosure would result in 
great injury to all the utner creditors, and 
in equity and good conscience the assets 
covered by the said mortgages should be 
taken charge of and the validity of them 
be investigated by a court of equity and 
the assets held until the verdict of a jury 
shall be had passing upon the validity of 
the mortgages. 

They further claim that unless a receiver 
is appointed the kinfolks will foreclose their 
mortgages, leaving no opportunity for the 
unsecured creditors to uptain any benefit 
thérefrom. 

They pray that the mortgagees of Gibbs 
be made parties defendant and that the 
mortgagees be enjoined from foreclosing 
their mortgages. They ask further that 
a receiver, be, appointed to take chargé 
of all the assets of the Gibbs Drug Com-

Yesterday a mortgage for $10,000 in 
favor of the American National bank was

New York, August 20.~The process of 
realizing profits on the market's longs 
continued advance went on today amd was 
reflected in the heavy tone of the market 
and the cessation of active outside buy- 
ing.

When repri- 
manded for being In this condition he re- 
plied that it was too hot for him to £a 
buttoned up and with sword. While on 
dress parade he sheathed his sword and 
left the field. For this he was reprimanded. 
His unsoldierly conduct was generally no- 
ticed, It followed the turning over of the 
battalion to Lieutenant Broughton, of Sa- 
vannah, to drill, end it was alleged that 
night that Lieutenant Colding’s action was 
due to jealousy. This charge was dénied. 
The only boisterous conduct reported to 
Commandant Aiken was caused by the Sa- 
Vannanh boys tearing down a tent. It will 
be remembered that the Wilmington’s of- 
ficers’ report criticised the reserves severe- 
ly for boisterous conduct. 

At a meeting of the Naval Militia Asso- 
clation in Baltimore Lieutenant Colding ap- 
peared as a naval militia officer, although 
not commissioned from Georgia, arrayed in 
a citizen’s coat with vest and trousers from 
an artillery uniform.

Militia Seamen of the State Praised 
by Ensign Stone.

boats are poor, having been selected from 
the condemned boats at the Mae Island 
navy yard. Performance of duty during the 
weék’s cruise was excellent. Orders were 
executed with snap and good judgment and 
a lack of confusion commendable’ to the 
organization. 

Captain S. H. Taylor of the battalion, is 
commended as a thorough and practical 
sailor and navigator and a good discip- 
linarian. The other officers come in for a 
share of approval. The discipline of the 
organizaticn is reported to be good. There 
was none of the familiarity between the 
officers and the men usually found in vol- 
unteer organizations. The crew was. well 
organized, orderiy, careful of salutes, at- 
tentive to duty and respectful in their 
bearing toward their officers. Not a single 
ease of intoxication occurred during the 
week, nor was there an occasion tor a re- 
port of any kind. :-The guns were well 
and excellently manned. There was lack of 
familiarity, however, in the use of auto- 
mobile t@rpedoes and the signal service un- 


organized.

He thought the ide@ of holdiag a con- 
vention of the road commissieners who 
hoid office in the different dis-ricts was a 
ko00d one and immediately set about to 
get the men together. A day was set for 
the convention and all the comnii‘sioners 
notified of it. Answers have been received 
from a large number of them and inere ts 
every reason to believe that the majority 
of them will be present. 

A great number of these commiss!oners 
in adjoining districts do not know each 
Other and it is believed that when they are 
personally acquainted they will be able 
to work with more harmony and accom- 
plish more good. 

On the line of road materials, Professors 
Yeates and McCallie, of the geolezical sur- 
vey of Georgia, will give the convention 
some valuable information. They are now 
engaged in collecting data for a bulletin on 
the road materials of the state.and are 
familiar with the details of this subject. 

Different members of thy convention will 
probably be heard from on the line of road 
improvements and material for-repai¢s and 
in this way the other members will have 
advantage of their information and their 
ideas. 

It is the intention of Mr. Brown to call 
a convention of this kind every year, as 
long as he is connected with the county 
board, and he fe@ls certain that it will be 
productive of good in a direction where it 
is much needed. 

The convention being the first of the 
kind held will no doubt be watched with 
interest by the commissioners in other 
counties, and it is very likely that in a 
short while conventions of this kind will 
be called in almost every county of the 
State every year. This, it is believed, will 
makGo a very decided change in the con- 


HALL WANTS BETTER ROADS. 


County Commissioners ‘and Overseers 
Meet in Gainesville. 

Gainesville, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 

County ccmmissiorers, district eommission- 
ers, road overseers, and business men, of 
he county met at the courthouse in 
Gainesville in the third annual session to- 
day. @ 
. The meeting was called to order by Dr. 
Ek. E. Dixcn, chairman of the board of 
county commissicners, who assured the 
road officers of the active support of the 
county commissioners in their cfforts to 
improve the public highways. 

Judge J. B. Estes explained the road 
laws, and made a most earnest plea for 
better highways. 

Mr. Movatiie, assistant state geologist, 
made an interesting talk on grading and 
macadamizing and touched on the great 
question of ccnvict labor on publie ruads. 

kK. H. Wells entertained the meeting with 
scme system new being tried in the Caro- 
linas, and exhibited some cuts and 4de- 
signs of rcad machines and the work they 
wceuld do, claiming that a single machine 
with-six horses will do the work of sixty 
men. 

The county commissioners contracted 
with Mr. Wells for one of his machines. 

C. S. Merck, secretary of the mecting, 
enrolled the names cf the commissioners 
and overseers present—about three hun- 


' dred—and will keep in active correspond- 


ence with all the road officers as necessity 
may require. 

The meeting resolved by rising vote that 
each road officer would henceforth make 
every effort to the betterment of the pub- 
lie roads. 

The convention passed a resolution re- 
questing the general assembly to pass 
an act allowing county authorities to con- 
demn land for public road purposes. This, 
they claim, will enable the authorities to 
place the roads on the best ground—where 
they should be, without the long, tedious 


delays of the present law.

Mass., August 20.—Mills 2 and 6, 
of the Naumkeag Steam Cotton Manufac- 
turing Company’s plant, in this ecelity, 
started on full time this morning after 
nearly six months of a forty-two-hour 
schedule. The management states that 
the market for their goods is improving 
and they hope soom to be forced to order 
full time in the other mills, which are 
now running forty-tv¥p hours. About 1,500 
hands are employed fh the two rnills.

COMMENDS CALIFORNIA NAVY. 


Militia Seamen of the State Praised 
by Ensign Stone. 
Washington, August 20.—The navy de- 
fartment has received repcrts from the 
naval officers desigrated to inspect ihe 
drills of the California naval militia during 
the annual cruise. Ensign C. D. Stone re- 
ports aa to the division at San Francisco, 

in substance as follows: 

The character of the armament is modern 
and. efficient, except the fifteen-inch smooth 
bore muzzle-loaders, which are of little 
practical use even for drill purposes. The 
boats are poor, having been selected from 
the condemned boats at the Mae Island 
navy yard, Performance of duty during the 
week's cruise was excellent. Orders were 
executed with snap and good judgment and 
a lack of confusion commendable to the 
organization. 

Captain S. H. Taylor of the battalion, is 
commended as a thorough and practical 
sailor and navigator and a good discip- 
linarian. The other officers come in for a 
share of approval. The discipline of the 
organizaticn is reported to be good. There 
was none of the familiarity between the 
officers and the men usually found in vol- 
unteer organizations. The crew was well 
organized, orderly, careful of salutes, at- 
tentive to duty and respectful in their 
bearing toward their officers. Not a single 
ease of intoxication occurred during the 
week, nor was there an occasion for a re- 
port: of any kind. The guns were well 
and excellently manned. There was lack of 
familiarity, however, in the use of auto- 
mobile torpedocs and the signal service un- 


organized.

ROAD MAKERS OF 
FULTON IN SESSION 


First Convention of Road Commissioners 
To Be Held This Morning. 


WORKING FOR GOOD HIGHWAYS 


Will Discuss Plans for Improvement 
of All the Roads. 


DISTRICT COMMISSIONERS WILL GATHER 


It Is First Convention of the Kind 
Ever Held in This State—Walter 
Brown Is at Head of It. 


The outlook for a large attendance at 
the convention of Fulton county road com- 
missioners, to be held this morning ar 10 
o’clock in Judge Reid’s courtroom, is very 
bright and there is every reason to bel'cve 
that the convention will be a great s.ic- 
cess, 

The convention is the first of its hind 
to be held in this state and the idea origi- 
nated with County Commissioner Walter 
R. Brown, who js an advocate of good 
roads. Mr. Brown, since he has been a 
county commissioner, has worked hurd for 
good roads. He is chairman of the com- 
mittee on roads. 

He thought the idea of holdiag a con- 
vention of the road commi'ssieners who 
hold office in the different dis*ricts was a 
good one and immediately set about to 
get the men together. A day was set for 
the convention and all the comnii‘sioners 
notified of it. Answers have been received 
from a large number of them and iheré is 
every reason to believe that the majority 
of them will be present. 

A great number of these commiss‘onefs 
in adjoining districts do not know each 
other and it is believed that when they are 
personally acquainted they will be able 
to work with more harmony and accom- 
plish more good. 

On the line of road matertals, Professors 
Yeates and McCallie, of the geolezical sur- 
vey of Georgia, will give the convention 
some valuable information. They are now 
engaged in collecting data for a bulletin on 
the road materials of the state and are 
familiar with the details of this subject. 

Different members of the convention will 
probably be heard from on the line of road 
improvements and material for repairs and 
in this way the other members will have 
advantage of their information and their 
ideas. 

It is the intention of Mr. Brown to ‘call 
&@ convention of this kind every year, as 
long as he is connected with the county 
board, and he fe@is certain that it will be 
productive of good in a direction where it 
is much needed. 

The convention being the first of the 
kind held will no doubt be watched with 
interest by the commissioners in other 
counties, and it is very likely that in a 
Short while conventions of this -kind will 
be called in almost every county of the 
State every year. This, it is believed, will 
mako a very decided change in the con- 
dition of the roads of the state.

BOARD WILL MAKE 
NEW RULES TODAY 


The Board of Rducation Will Consider 
Report of Rule Committee. j 


‘NO CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


It Will Certainly. Be Abolished in Both 
of the High Schools, 


OTHER IMPORTANT CHANBES WILL COME 


Committee on Schools and Teachers 
Met Yesterday and May Have 
Something New To Offer. 


This afternoon Wl see the end of cor- 
poral punishment in the high schools of 
the city and will witness the inauguration 
of new rules. under which it Is believed 
and hoped that the. entire public school 
systenp of the city will be improved and 
rapidly advanced. 

The ntee ting of the board of education 
called for this afternoon will be ¢ alled to 
order at 3:30 o’clock and will last the 
greater portion of the afternoon. 
The most imporant. business before the 
meeting is the adoption of a set. of rules 
that have been prepared by a special com- 
mittee on rules appointed for the purpose. 

This committee has held a number of 
meetings and after carefully considering 
the matter has adopted a set of rules 
which it believes will be clearly 
advantage of the schools. These rules 
will be recommended and submitted to the 
board for its approva’l. 

These rules as briefly outlined to the 
Mr. ‘Smith at its last meeting 
given in The Constitution. Since 
that time there have been no important 
changes in them. The members of the 
board have been furnished with a copy of 
the rules and it {s very probable that some 
changes will be made in them before they 
are adopted by the board this afternoon. 

It has been thought thaf corporal punish- 
ment would be abolished. in the grammar 
schools, but it seems that this will not be 
done. A mafority of the members of the 
board appear to be opposed to this meas- 
ure, 

The change in the time of promoting 
children and making it possible for a child 
to rise almost as rapidly as :-it can master 
the studies before it is one that has long 
heen needed and is favored by the superin- 
tendent. It gives the smart child an 
vantage that he deserves and does not 
keep him back because those in the same 
class cannot learn as rapidly as he. 

The change to be made in the Girls’ High 
school is: also one that meets with ap- 
proval. This change makes the business 
department of as much, if not more, {m- 
portance than the literary department and 
brings the departmental system into uS8e in 
this school. 

There are a number of other changes the 
board will make, all of which look to rais- 
ing the standard of scholarship in the 
schools and bringing them more rapidly 
to the front.

Report of Rule Committee. }

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


It Will Certainly Be Abolished in Both 
of the High Schools. 


OTHER IMPORTANT CHANGES WILL COME 


Committee on Schools and Teachers 
Met Yesterday and May Have 
Something New To Offer. 


This afternoon wml see the end of cor- 
poral punishment in the high schools of 
the city and will witness the in: auguration 
of new rules, under which it !s believed 
and hoped that the entire public school 
systenm of the city will be improved and 

vdly advaneed. 

“The oss ting of the board of education 
called for this afternoon will be called to 
order at 3:30 o'clock and will last the 
greater portion of the afternoon. 

The most imporant business before the 
meeting is the adoption of a set of rules 
that have been prepared by a special com- 
mittee on rules appointed for the purpose. 

This committee has held a number of 
meetings and after carefully considering 
the matter has’ adopted a set of rules 
which it believes will be clearly to the 
advantage of the schools. These rules 
will be recommended and submitted {0 the 
board for its approval. 
These rules as briefly outlined to the 
Smith at its last “Meeting 

The Constitution. Since 
that time there have been no important 
changes in them. The members of the 
board have been furnished with a copy of 
the rules and it ts very probable that some 
changes will be made in them before they 
are adopted by the board this afternoon. 

It has been thought that corporal punish- 
ment would be abolished in the grammar 
schools, but it seems that this will not be 
done. A majority. of the members of the 
board appear to be opposed to this meas- 
ure, 

The change in the time of promoting 
children and making it possible for a child 
to rise almost as rapidly as it can master 
the studies before it is one that has lang 
been needed and is favored by the superin- 
tendent. It gives the smart child an ad- 
vantage that he -deserves and does not 
keep him back because those in the same 
class cannot learn as rapidly as he.
